Artificial Ice. 

For forty years the South has been import 
ing ice from the North. The discovery of a 
method of manufacturing it, however, aod the 
establishment of a large factory in New Or- 
leans have turned the tables and now we see 
Philadelphia ordering ice from New Urleaus. 
Professor J. Lawrence Smith, of this city, to 
whom we are indevted for the following data, 
bas thorougbly investigated the whole eub- 
ject and ts of the opinion that, so s00n as the 
patent under which ice is made becomes pub- 
lie property, ice factories will be cstab- 
liebed in all of the principal towns aad cities, 

it can be made at a jess expense than it 

WwW costs to gather and keep the nataral ice, 
and cam thereiore be sold for less. The full 
capacity of the New Orleans factory is one 
buodred tons per day. The machine in oper- 
ation now mukes fifty tons per day, which is 
sold at thirteen dollars per ton, and is sup 
plied *o customers at one cent per pound. 
All of the iee is made from distilled water and 
is made in pieces about twelve inches square 
and two uches thick; aod as it is taken out of 
the forms eix pieces are piled together and 
freeze immediately into one solid block. 
Waen properly made, this ice will last loager 
than ordinary ice, because it is made ata 
very low temperature. Each piece of this ar- 
tificial ice is transperent, except in the iote- 
rior, which is opalescent. A machine wi ‘ich 
will make five tons in twenty-four hours can 
be bought in Paris for six thousand dollars. 
The pnees of these machines range from oue 
waking two pounds an hour for twenty dol- 
lars, to ove making four bundred pounds en 
hour for six thousand dollars; the latter re- 
quiring only four men to work it. In a futare 
issue we will give some interesting facts of 
the cost of chemicals, fuel, &c.

Death of ‘a Kentuckian ia Illimois.

Disp—On Monday morning, Zist inst., 
bie residence in this city, of a cancer, Dr 
Fr. Owefis, aged seventy-two years 

Dr. Owens was born in the year 1795, in the 
vicinity of Fredericksburg, Va. When he 
was four yéars old he emigrated with bis pa- 
rents to Kentucky, where his father settled 
and died, leaving a large family of fragal sons 
and daughters, all of whom sre dead except- 
ing Robert L. Owens. the youngest son, now 
residing in Shelby county, Ky. In 1894 the 
doctor reeeived ploma from the 
Trannsylvanm University, Lexi Ky., 
e8 & practicing a after which he 
commenced practice « Newcastle, oe 
county, Ky., where he ates ticed with muc 
success and was greatly esteemed as a physi- 
cian and gentleman. During this period he 
was elected, and s.rved a term as President of 
the “Ke ntucky Board of Medicine.” He re- 
moved to this city in the spring of 1564, hav- 
ing previously become largely interested here 
pecuniarily. He was an energetic, active man 
until sbout six months prior to his death, 
wheo the fearful disease of which he died hid 
made such tprosds upon bis constitation that 
he wae compelled to k sep comparatively quiet. 
Though his age extended beyond the allotted 
three score and ten, had not he been attack- 
ed by the cancer that caused his death, his 
prospect was good for ten years more of life.
